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ERTAIN great principles are ever to be recognized and 
enforced by Canon Law. This Church believes in and is 
a part of the Holy Catholic Church. It reverently traces 
its continuity from the Apostles. It respects its own his- 
tory. In belief, government and worship it aims to con- 
form to the practice adopted most generally by the Church as she 
passed from her cradle down the ages and through the lands. The 
purpose of these laws is to establish as the rule of this Diocese a 
reverent obedience to that holy order which the Church, in her 
days of purity and consecration, adjudged to best comport with 
God’s Glory and man’s growth in grace. And as anarchy must 
prevail where no law exists, so where laws have been enacted their 
ends are best secured when they are enforced by reverent regard 
for law by all who are amenable to law, by a willing and consci- 
entious conformity to the provisions of law. These laws are framed 
with this end in view. They are submitted to a law-abiding people 
in the hope that it will only be necesrary to know what the mind of 

the Church is to secure its adoption. 


WHEREAS, By vote of the General Convention of the Protestant 
Episcopal Church in the United States of America at its session 
held in the city of Washington, D. C., in October, A. D. 1898, the 
Diocese of Indiana was divided, and all that part of the State of 
Indiana lying north of the south line of the following counties, 
to-wit, Benton, White, Carroll, Howard, Grant, Blackford and Jay, 
was constituted and created a Diocese of said Church; and 


WHEREAS, The Church in said territory has been and is now 
duly recognized as a Diocese of the Protestant Episcopal Church 
under the name of the Diocese of Northern Indiana. 


Now, we, the Bishop and Priests of said Diocese of Northern 
Indiana, and the Lay Delegates of the Parishes and Missions thereof 
in Council assembled, do adopt and enact this the Constitution and 
Canons of said Diocese. 
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Ciwatitiution 


ARTICLE I. 


The name of this Diocese shall be The Diocese of Northern 
Indiana. 


ARTICLE II. 


The Diocese of Northern Indiana comprises all of that part 
of the State of Indiana lying north of the south line of the following 
counties, to-wit: Benton, White, Carroll, Howard, Grant, Blackford 
and Jay. 


ARTICLE III. 


The Church in The Diocese of Northern Indiana accedes to the 
Constitution and Canons of that branch of the Holy Catholic Church 
known as the Protestant Episcopal Church in the United States of 
America, and recognizes the authority of the General Convention 
of the same. 


ARTICLE IV. 
THE .AW OF THE DIOCESE 


The law governing the Diocese is declared to be: 

SECTION 1. The Constitution and laws of the United States of 
America and of the State of Indiana. 

Sec. 2. The Constitution and Canons of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church in the United States of America as set forth by the General 
Convention thereof. 

Sec. 3. The Book of Common Prayer and its Rubrics. 

Sec. 4. The Constitution and Canons of the Diocese and the 
enactment of the Council thereof. 

Sec. 5. The ecclesiastical law of England and the Statutes of 
the British Parliament made in aid thereof prior to A. D. 1789, and 
which are of a general nature, not local to that kingdom, and not 
inconsistent with the first, second, third and fourth sections of this 
article. 


ARTICLE V. 
THE DIOCESAN COUNCIL 


Section I. The legislative power of the Diocese shall be vested 
in a Council thereof. 

Sec. 2. The Council of the Diocese shall be constituted as fol- 
lows: 

1st. The Bishop of the Diocese, and, if there be one, the Bishop- 
Coadjutor. 

2nd. Every clergyman not under ecclesiastical censure who 
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is actually and canonically resident within the Diocese shall be 
entitled to a seat and vote in the Council, except as hereinafter 
provided. 

3rd. The Chancellor of the Diocese, the Treasurer of the Diocese 
and the Treasurer of Missionary Funds shall be ex-officio entitled 
to sit and vote in the Council. 

4th. Each parish in the Diocese shall be entitled to three (3) 
delegates, and each mission to one (1) delegate, who shall in all 
cases be male communicants of the Church, not less than twenty- 
one years of age, and residents and stated worshipers of the parish 
or mission which they represent; provided, such laymen are not 
under ecclesiastical discipline, and have been elected delegates in 
accordance with the Canon governing the election of delegates. 

5th. No parish or mission which shall, after due notices are 
sent by the Treasurer of the Diocese to the Rector and Treasurer 
of the said parish or mission, by registered mail, at least thirty days 
before the meeting of the Council, fail to pay its quota of the Assess- 
ment for Diocesan Expenses imposed by the Council of the Diocese, 
shall be entitled to representation. But the name of the parish or 
mission so delinquent shall be read in the appointed place in the 
order of business of each Council, and the delegate or delegates from 
a delinquent parish or mission may be admitted to a seat by vote of 
the Council, upon payment in full of all said dues. 


Sec. 3. There shall be held annually a Council of the Church in 
this Diocese, which shall be convened by a summons issued by the 
Seclesiastical Authority of the Diocese at such place and time in 
the month of May as may be deemed most convenient. As necessity 
may require, the Council may be convened in special session. In all 
cases printed notice shall be sent by the Ecclesiastical Authority 
to all who are entitled to representation in the Council, at least 
thirty (30) days in advance of its assembling; which said notice 
shall specify the place and time of meeting, and in case of special 
sessions, the business for the transaction of which the Council has 
been called. 


Sec. 4. The Bishop of the Diocese shall be ex-officio President 
of the Council, but in case of his absence the Bishop Coadjutor shall 
preside. In the absence of both, a presiding officer protempore shall 
be chosen by the Council from its members. 


ARTICLE VI. 


OFFICERS 


Section 1. The officers of this Diocese, who shall in all cases be 
elected by the Council of the same, and shall hold office until their 
successors shall have been elected, shall be: 


A Secretary, for one year. 

A Treasurer, for one year. 

A Treasurer of Missionary Funds, for one year. 

A Standing Committee, consisting of five Priests, for one year. 

A Board of Examining Chaplains, consisting of Priests, to be 
nominated by the Bishop, for one year. 

A Registrar, for three years. 

A Chancellor, for three years. 


Trustees of the Diocese, consisting of three Laymen, one to be 
elected each year, on nomination by the Bishop, for three years. 

Members of the “Bishop and Council”, three Priests and three 
Laymen, to be elected each year, to serve for three years. 
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“Members of the Cathedral Chapter, two Priests and two Lay- 
men, to serve for one year.” 

Deputies to the Provincial Synod, consisting of four Priests and 
four Laymen, for one year, and Alternates for the same. 

And Deputies to the General Convention, who, with their Alter- 
nates, shall be chosen in accordance with the provisions of Article 
I, Sec. 4. of the General Constitution at the Annual Council next 
preceding the General Convention. 

The duties of said officers shall be those hereinafter to be spec- 
ified by Canon, 

Sec. 2. All Laymen holding office under the provisions of Section 
1 of this Article shall be communicants of the Church in this 
Diocese. 


ARTICLE VII. 


ON THE TRANSACTION OF BUSINESS 


Section 1. A majority of the clergy entitled to seats in Coun- 
cil and lay delegates from one-third of the parishes entitled to 
representation, when duly assembled, shall constitute a quorum. for 
the transaction of business; but a smaller number may adjourn 
from time to time. 

Src. 2. All elections not otherwise provided for by Canon shall 
be by ballot, unless the same be dispensed with by unanimous 
consent. 

Src. 3. The clergy and laity shall deliberate in one body. Every 
member shall be entitled to one vote, and a majority of the votes 
cast shall determine any question submitted to the Council, unless 
otherwise provided for in this Constitution and Canons. 

Sec. 4. If any member shall call for a vote by yeas and nays, 
the Secretary shall call the roll of the Council, and the members 
shall thereupon announce their votes as their names are called by 
the Secretary. The votes so cast shall be recorded in the Journal, 
and no member shall be excused from voting unless by unanimous 
consent. 

Sec. 5. If any three clerical members or three lay delegates be- 
ing representatives from three different parishes or missions, shall 
demand a vote by orders, the yeas and nays shall be called, as in 
the previous section is directed, and a majority of the votes of 
each order shall be necessary to an affirmative decision. 


ARTICLE VIII. 


ELECTION OF BISHOP 


SECTION 1. The election of a Bishop, a Bishop Coadjutor or a 
Suffragan Bishop for this Diocese shall be at an Annual Council, or 
at a Special Council duly called by the Ecclesiastical Authority, for 
that purpose. 

Sec. 2. In the election the vote shall be by ballot and by Orders, 
a concurrent majority of the two Orders being necessary to a choice: 
—PROVIDED, that, two-thirds of all the Clergy entitled to vote, and 
Lay Delegates from two-thirds of all Parishes entitled to represen- 
tation, be present; otherwise, two-thirds of the votes of each Order 
present shall be necessary to a choice. 

Sec. 3. In all cases of the election of a Bishop, no clergyman 
shall be entitled to vote unless he shall have been for at least six 
months immediately preceding the election actually and canonically 
resident in this Diocese. 
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ARTICLE IX. 
PARISHES 


Secrion 1. The Council may admit parishes and missions into 
union with it on such terms as shall be hereafter provided by Canon. 

Sec. 2. The Council shall set forth the conditions by virtue of 
which parishes and missions in union with it may be deprived of 
representation in the Council, or forfeit their parochial privileges. 

Sec, 3. No parish shall be organized within the boundaries of 
any existing parish without the consent of such existing parish, 
signified by the action of its Rector, Church Wardens and Vestry- 
men sitting as one body. If consent is refused, the parish, through 
its Rector, Church Wardens and Vestrymen, shall give notice to the 
Bishop of such refusal and the reasons therefor. The Bishop, with 
the advice of the Standing Committee, shall judge of the reason- 
ableness of such refusal and decide accordingly, and if the decision 
of the Bishop and majority of the Standing Committee is that such 
refusal is unreasonable, they shall proceed to grant consent for the 
organization of the new parish. Any decision of the Bishop and 
Standing Committee shall be final in the matter. 


ARTICLE X. 


FINANCIAL 


The Council shall annually by resolution provide for the rais- 
ing of such revenue as is necessary for the support of the Episco- 
pate and the maintenance of such other ecclesastical work as it may 
authorize. 


ARTICLE XI, 
DEFINITIONS 


“Parish.” An eccleslastical body organized according to the 
provisions of Canon, incorporated under the laws of the State, and 
admitted into union with the Council of the Diocese. 
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“Mission.” An ecclesiastical body organized according to the 
provision of Canon, not incorporated under the laws of the State, 
and admitted into union with the Council of the Diocese. 

“Rector.” A priest duly chosen by the Church Wardens and 
Vestrymen of a parish, and instituted into office by the Ecclesiastical 
Authority of the Diocese. 

“RWeclesiastical Authority.” First, the Bishop of the Diocece; 
second, in the event of the death of said Bishop or his absence from 
the Diocese, so much of his authority as is not peculiar to his Epis- 
copal office is vested in the Standing Committee of the Diocese. 

“Gommunicant.” A confirmed person civilly resident within 
the limits of this Diocese, a member of a parish or mission of this 
Diocese, whose name is enrolled on the register thereof, and who 
has made his communion at least once in his own Parish in the 
twelve months past. 

“Canonical residence.” That connection with this Diocese which 
a clergyman acquires:—First, by ordination in and for this Diocese; 
second, by transfer to this Diocese and acceptance of his Letters 
Dimissory by the Ecclesiastical Authority thereof. 


ARTICLE XII. 
AMENDMENT 


This Constitution shall not be amended, in whole or in part, 
by a Council, unless the proposed amendment shall. have been sub- 
mitted to and approved by a previous Council, nor unless at its 
final adoption it shall be approved by the Bishop, and shall receive 
three-fourths of the votes of each Order.

CANON 1. 
OF A LIST OF CLERGY IN THE DIOCESE 


SEecTION 1. Within one week before the meeting of every Council 
of this Diocese, the Ecclesiastical Authority shall prepare, or cause 
to be prepared, a list of all the clergy canonically resident in this 
Diocese, annexing the names of their respective parishes, stations, 
employment, or places of residence; but no clergyman, while sus- 
pended from the ministry, shall have a place on the said list. And 
such list shall be laid before the Council on the first day of meeting, 
and be prefixed to the journal. 

Src. 2. The right of any clergyman of this Diocese to a seat in 
the Council shall, if disputed, be determined by the Council itself. 


CANON 2. 


THE COUNCIL 


Section 1. Lay Delegates and Alternates to the Council shall be 
chosen by the Vestry of each parish and by the Executive Committee 
of each canonically organized mission. The Lay Delegates from 
each parish and mission shall present to the Council a certificate 
signed by the Clerk of the Vestry, or of the Executive Committee, 
or by the Rector, or Priest-in-Charge or by one of the Church 
Wardens, in substance as follows:

Sec. 2. The Rector of each parish and the Priest-in-Charge of 
each organized mission, or where there is no Rector, or Priest-in- 
Charge, the Clerk of the Vestry, (or of the Executive Committee), 
shall, at least ten days before the meeting of any annual or other 
Council of the Diocese, make returns to the Secretary of the Council, 
and to the Rector of the parish in which the Council is to be held, 
of the names of the persons chosen to represent the parish at such 
Council. If there be no election, or if the persons elected cannot 
attend, the Rector and Church Wardens, or if there be no Rector, 
then the Church Wardens shall have power to fill the vacancies; and 
in such case the certificate shall set forth the fact. 

Src, 3. Every session of the Council shall be opened by divine 


service under the direction of the Ecclesiastical Authority of the 
Diocese. 
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Sec. 4. The Secretary of the Council at each session thereof 
shall call the names of the Clergy and the Lay Delegates entitled to 
seats in the Council, and shall enter on the minutes of the Council 
the names of those present. 


Sec. 5. The Presiding Officer of the Council shall appoint a Com- 
mittee of three to receive, examine and report upon the credentials 
of Lay Delegates presented to the Council. 


Sec. 6. The Secretary shall call the names of such Lay Delegates 
as shall have been reported by the Committee on Credentials, and 
enter the names of those present on the minutes. In the case of a 
disputed, irregular or contested delegation, each disputed, irregular 
or contested delegation may speak upon the question, but shall not 
vote upon its decision. 

A quorum of both Orders being found present, if there is a 
President to be elected the Council shall proceed to his election. The 
Bishop, or the President declared to be elected, shall declare the 
Council organized for business. 

The Council shall then proceed to the election of a Secretary, 
who being chosen, shall have the power to appoint an assistant, 
subject to the approval of the Council. 


Sec. 7. The President shall appoint the following Standing Com- 
mittees, which shall have the authority to sit during the recess, and 
shall report at the next annual Council: 

1. A Committee on Unfinished Business. 

2. A Committee on the Admission of New Parishes and Missions. 

3. A Committee on Constitution and Canons, of which the 
Chancellor shall be the Chairman, ex-officio. 

4. A Committee on the State of the Church, to whom shall te 
referred the Bishop’s address, and the parochial and mission 
reports. 

5. A Committee on Finance, which shall be the Department of 
Finance of the Bishop and Council. 


CANON 3. 
OFFICERS OF THE DIOCESE 


Section 1. Secretary. The Secretary shall be required to take 
minutes of all the proceedings, and when approved, to record them 
in a proper book, to preserve the journals and records, to attest the 
public acts of the Council, and faithfully to deliver to his successor 
all books and papers which may be in his official possession; he 
shall transmit annually to each of the Bishops of the Church in the 
United States, and to the Secretary of the House of Clerical and Lay 
Deputies of the General Convention, and to the Secretary of every 
Diocesan Convention and Missionary District in the United States, 
a copy of the journal of the Council, and to request the last to send 
copies of their respective journals in exchange. He shall also 
transmit a copy to each clergyman in the Diocese, and to each Lay 
Delegate attending the Council, and two copies to each parish, and 
one to each mission in the Diocese, one of which it shall be the 
duty of the Clerk of the Vestry to preserve with the parish records. 
He shall also transmit to every General Convention a certificate 
signed by himself containing a list of the clergymen in this Diocese. 


Sec. 2. Treasurer. It shall be the duty of the Treasurer to 
receive and disburse all moneys collected under the authority of 
the Council, unless such collections or disbursements shall have 
been otherwise regulated. He shall submit to the Bishop, each 
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month, a complete statement of the receipts and disbursements on 
the separate accounts. 


His accounts shall be rendered annually to the Council, and 
shall have been audited by a committee acting under its authority. 


Src. 3. A Treasurer of Missionary Funds, who shall be also the 
Treasurer ot the Bishop and Council. He shall be elected annually 
xy the Diocesan Council, and to his care shall be committed all 
sums received for the Church’s Program. The said Treasurer shall 
submit to the Bishop, each month, a statement of the receipts and 
disbursements to date; and shall render an Annual Report to the 
Diocesan Council, which shall be audited by a Committee acting 
under its authority. 


Src. 4. The Chancellor of the Diocese. The Chancellor of the 
Diocese shall be the legal adviser in all matters, whether the same 
shall be of civil law or of canon law, of the Bishop, the Standing 
Committee, and the Board of Trustees, corporation, or such other 
body as may have in charge the property, finances and funds of 
the Diocese. 


At the election of a Chancellor, the Bishop or presiding officer 
of the Council shall nominate to the Council two candidates for this 
office, the choice between the two to be by ballot of the Council. 


Suc. 5. The Registrar. It shall be the duty of the Registrar to 
collect in detailed form, and as fully as practicable, and to record 
in a book to be kept for that purpose, an account of the origin and 
progress of each parish and mission organized in the Diocese. He 
shall collect and preserve copies of all the published journals, 
Convention sermons, and other documents connected with the 
history of the Church in the Diocese. He shall, when not a dele- 
gate, be entitled to a seat in the Council for the purpose of making 
a report. 


Src. 6. The Standing Committee. The Standing Committee at 
their first meeting shall choose a President and a Secretary. The 
Secretary shall record their proceedings in a book provided for 
this purpose, which book and all papers in their official possession 
shall be subject to the examination of the Bishop and the Council. 
A full report of their acts shall be made at each annual meeting 
of the Council. Any three of the members (the whole having been 
summoned) shall be a quorum, except for such purposes as their 
own rules or the Canons of the Church may require a larger number. 
They may make rules for meeting and business, and may alter and 
repeal the same from time to time. They shall have power to fill 
all vacancies which may occur in their membership. 


Src. 7. Deputies to the General Convention. It shall be the duty 
of every Deputy and Supplementary Deputy to the General Conven- 
tion who may decline or who cannot fulfill the duties of his appoint- 
ment, to give timely notice to the Ecclesiastical Authority, who 
shall have power to designate one or more of the Supplementary 
Deputies, in order of their election, to fill any vacancy which may 
occur among the Deputies-elect before the meeting of the General 
CGonvntion; and if any vacancies shall occur during a session of the 
General Convention the remaining Deputies then and there present, 
after consultation with the Bishop, if he be present at the Conven- 
tion, shall have power to fill such vacancy in like manner. 


Sec. 8. Trustees of the Diocese of Northern Indiana, Incorpor- 
ated. Subsection 1: 

Pursuant to the statues of the State of Indiana in such cases 
made and provided, the same being Chapter 130 of the Acts of the 
Sixty-Second Regular Session of the General Assembly of the State 
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of Indiana, which will be found at page 299 of the published Acts of 
1901; and by Resolution unanimously adopted at the Annual Council 
of the Diocese held May 19, 1915, authorizing such action; Articles 
were filed with the Secretary of State, who, on July 17, A. D. 1915 
issued his charter incorporating the Diocese of Michigan City, now 
the Diocese of Northern Indiana. 

2. The Trustees of this Corporation shall be composed of the 
following persons: 

(a). The Bishop of the Diocese of Northern Indiana: The 
Treasurer of the Diocese, and the Chancellor of the Diocese for the 
time, shall be members, Ex-Officio. 

(b). Three Laymen of this Church who shall be residents of the 
Diocese, and who shall be selected and appointed by the Ecclesiasti- 
cal Authority of this Diocese, by and with the consent of the Dio- 
cesan Council, and shall serve for the term of three years, or until 
their successors are appointed and qualify, 


3. At each Annual Council of the Diocese the Ecclesiastical 
Authority shall select and nominate to the Council one eligible 
Layman, to serve as Trustee for three years. The Council having 
approved the selection, the one so nominated shall be declared duly 
appointed. 

4. Should any vacancies occur among the Trustees so appointed, 
between the meetings of the Annual Council of the Diocese, the 
Ecclesiastical Authority shall have the power to appoint, with the 
approval of the other Trustees, the one who shall serve for the 
unexpired term only of the one whose position he is appointed to fill. 

5. The Trustees shall render to the Diocesan Council an annual 
report, together with a list of the securities and properties in their 
possession. 


Sec. 9. Vacancies. All vacancies in any offices of this Diocese, 
except the office of Bishop, shall be filled by appointment by the 
Ecclesiastical Authority; such appointee to serve until the assem- 
bling of the next annual Council. 


CANON 4. 


THE BISHOP AND COUNCIL 


Secrion 1. The Bishop and Council as hereinafter constituted 
shall have charge of the development and prosecution of the work 
of Missions, Church Extension, Religious Education, and Social 
Service, and of such other work as may be committed to it by the 
Annual Diocesan Council, and also of the initiation and develop- 
ment of new work between the sessions of the Council. The Bishop 
shall be the executive head of all such work and the Council shall 
assist the Bishop in the administration thereof. The Council shall 
have the power to receive and administer all funds raised within 
the Diocese for the above named purposes, subject, however, to the 
provisions of the Constitution and Canons of this Diocese, and to 
the Direction of said Diocesan Council; and provided that all Trust 
Funds now in possession of the Trustees of the Diocese, or that shall 
hereatter come into their possession, shall remain in their hands, 
and that the income from such Funds shall be appropriated accord- 
ing to the terms of the Trust. 


Sec. 2. The Bishop shall be the President of the Council; the 
Bishop Coadjutor, if there be one, shall be the Vice-President; if 
there be no Bishop Coadjutor, the Suffragan Bishop, if there be one, 
shall be the Vice-President; if there be no Bishop Coadjutor or Suf- 
fragan Bishop, the Council may elect one of its own members Vice- 
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President, who, in the Absence of the Bishop, shall preside. The 
Secretary of the Diocese shall be the Secretary of the Council; the 
Treasurer of Missionary Funds shall be the Treasurer of the 
Council. 

Src. 3. The Bishop of the Diocese; the Bishop Coadjutor, and 
Suffragan Bishop, if there be such; the Secretary of the Diocese; 
the Treasurer of Missionary Funds. The Chancellor of the Diocese, 
and the Archdeacon shall be members of the Council, Ex-Officio, and 
participate in the acts and work of the Council and any of the 
Departments to which they may be appointed. 


Src. 4. In addition to those above named, there shall be eighteen 
(18) elected members of the Council of whom nine (9) shall be 
Priests canonically connected with the Diocese; and nine (9) Lay- 
men; Communicants of the Church in the Diocese. All such mem- 
bers shall be elected at an annual meeting of the Diocesan Council. 
Three (3) Priests, and three (3) Laymen eligible as above, shall be 
elected each year, to serve for a term of three (3) years, and until 
their successors are elected. 


~ 


Src. 5. The Bishop and Council shall have power to fill any 
vacancies in such elective memberships, each member so chosen to 
serve for the expiration of the term for which his predecessor 
in office has been elected. 


Src. 6. The Bishop and Council shall organize from the mem- 
bership of the Council the following Departments, and shall deter- 
mine the scope of the work of each Department, and provide the 
manner and means by which the same shall be conducted. 


a. Department of Missions and Church Extension. 

b. Department of Christian Education. 

ec. Department of Christian Social Relations. 

d. Department of Finance; which is the Finance Commit- 
tee of the Diocese. 

e. Department of Publicity. 

f. Department of Promotion. 


And such other Departments as from time to time the Council 
shall deem expedient. Each Department shall have power to ap- 
point, subject to confirmation by the Bishop and Council, additional 
members of its Department, who shall have seats and votes in such 
Department, but not in the Council. Women shall be eligible as 
such additional members. The Bishop shall be, ex-officio, Chairman 
of each Department. 


The Bishop and Council may enact all necessary By-Laws for 
their own government and for the government of the several De- 
partments, subject to the provisions of this Canon. Each Depart- 
ment shall make to the Bishop and Council annually, and at such 
other times and in such form as they may require, a report of the 
work done under its direction. 

Suc. 7. The Bishop and Council shall submit to the Diocese 
at the Annual Council, for its approval and adoption, or such, other 
action as it may desire to take, a Budget for all the work of the 
Church in the Diocese. Provision shall therein be made for the 
reasonable expenses of the Council. 


As soon as practicable after the close of each fiscal year the 
Bishop and Council shall make and publish to the Church in this 
Diocese a full report of their work. This report shall contain a 
statement of receipts and expenditures, and of all Trust Funds and 
other property in their possession and under their control. They 
shall make a like report to the Annual Council of the Diocese; 
which report shall also contain a detailed statement of the salaries 
paid to all officers of the Council. 
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Sec. 8. The Bishop and Council shall meet at least four times in 
the year, and at such other times as the Bishop may convene them. 
Four elected members, with the Bishop, (or such presiding officer 
as hereinbefore provided) shall constitute a quorum. 


Sec. 9. The Bishop and Council shall be the custodians of all 
property and records of the bodies heretofore operating as the Board 
of Missions, the Board of Christian Education, and the Board of 
Social Relations. 

Sec. 10. The Bishop and Council shall enter upon their duties 
as such by organizing as soon as practicable after the election of 
the members of the Council. 

Sec. 11. The Bishop and Council shall have power, between the 
annual meetings of the Diocesan Council, to adopt temporary 
measures aS may be necessary to meet financial emergencies. 


Sec. 12. Each Parish and Mission shall be required to receive 
on the last Sunday in October in each year an offering to be applied 
as directed by the Bishop and Council. 


CANON 5. 


FINANCE COMMITTEE 


Sec. 1. The Department of Finance of the Bishop and Council 
shall be the Finance Committee of the Diocese, of which the 
Treasurer of the Diocese shall be a member, ex-officio. The duties 
of the Committee shall be those required by the Canons of the 
General Convention, and by any Canon, or Resolution of the Council 
of this Diocese. 


Sec. 2. It shall be the duty of the Department of Finance to 
make the assessments upon the several Parishes and Missions for 
the amount necessary to meet such portion of the salary of the 
Bishop as may be in the excess of the income from the funds avail- 
able from the Endowment Fund of this Diocese; the salary of the 
Bishop Coadjutor, if there be one; and such contingent expenses as 
are set forth in Section 8 of this Canon. These assessments shall 
be based upon the average of the current expenses of each Parish 
and Mission, as shown in the annual reports made in conformity 
with Section 4 of this Canon, and published in the Journals of the 
Diocese for the five years previous. 


Sec, 3. In order to enable the Treasurer of the Diocese promptly 
to meet Diocesan obligations when due, and in anticipation of the 
payments by the Parishes and Missions on their assessments, the 
Department of Finance shall have power to authorize the Treasurer 
to borrow money; and the notes of the Treasurer for that purpose 
shall bear the written authorization of the Chairman of the De- 
partment. 

Sec. 4. It shall be the duty of each Parish and Congregation in 
union with the Council of this Diocese, and each Organized Mission, 
to render to each Annual Council, or to the Bishop of the Diocese, 
a full and complete statistical report as required by the blanks 
furnished for that purpose; and a true and faithful account of the 
real estate and other property held by the said Parish or Mission, 
with its fairly estimated value; and also a statement of all liens or 
encumbrances on the same, or any part thereof; and further, it 
shall be the duty of each Parish, or Organized Mission faithfully 
and truly to declare the full amount of the current expenditures of 
the Parish or Organized Mission, and of all money expended for the 
same, in any way accruing, including salaries and all other expenses. 
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Src. 5. It shall be the duty of the Vestry of each Parish, and of 
the Executive Committee of each Mission, to provide for the pay- 
ment of such sums as shall be assessed against it by the Depart- 
ment of Finance; and they shall transmit the same in monthly 
installments to the Treasurer of the Diocese. The Treasurer shall 
grant a discount of six per cent. on all assessments paid when due. 


Src. 6. Not less than fifteen days before the meeting of the 
Annual Council each person, Board, or Committee entitled to receive 
an appropriation from the Diocese shall present to the Department 
of Finance a statement of the amount required, and the reasons 
why it should be granted. Based upon the information thus secured 
the Finance Department shall form the Budget for the expenses of 
the Diocese for the coming year. The Budget, together with the 
detailed statement of the amount to be assessed on each Parish and 
Mission shall be reported to the Council for its action. 

The Budget, and statement of assessments as adopted by the 
Council, shall be certified to the Parishes and Missions within sixty 
days after the adjournment of the Council. 


Sec. 7. The Department of Finance shall act as an Adjustment 
Committee upon all applications for modification of assessments, or 
remission of arrearage due to the Diocesan Funds. All such appli- 
cations shall be presented in writing within thirty days of receipt 
of notice of assessments and shall contain a full statement of reasons 
for such modification or remission. 


Sec. 8. In addition to the traveling and other official expenses 
of the Bishop, and of the Bishop Coadjutor, or Suffragan Bishop, 
if there be such, the contingent expenses of the Diocese may include 
the following items: 

(a) The quota assessed on the Diocese by the General Conven- 
tion for its contingent expenses. 

(b) The quota assessed on the Diocese by the Provincial Synod. 

(c) The salary of the Secretary of the Diocese and the expenses 
of his office. 

(d) The Church Pension Fund premium upon the salary of the 
Bishop, and upon that of the Bishop Coadjutor, if there be one; 
and upon the salary paid by the Diocese to any of the Clergy as 
officers. 

(e) The amount necessary for the publication and distribution 
of the Journal of the Diocesan Council, and such other documents 
as may be authorized by the Council. 

(f) The sum of three hundred dollars ($300.00), each year for 
the expenses of the Bishop, and of the Clerical and Lay Deputies of 
this Diocese, in attending the General Convention. 

(zg) Such sums as may be required for the maintenance and 
adequate insurance of the Episcopal Residence. 

(h) The salary of the Secretary of the Bishop, and the sum re- 
quired for the maintenance of the Bishop’s office. 

(i) For such other expenses as may be authorized by the Coun- 
cil of the Diocese, or by a two-thirds vote of the Standing Commit- 
tee, and approved by the Bishop, if there be one. 


CANON 6. 


SALARIES 


The salary of the Bishop, and the salaries of all other officers 
of the Diocese, shall be as determined by resolution of the Diocesan 
Council. The Bishop shall have the use of the Episcopal Residence. 
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CANON 7. 
THE FISCAL YEAR 


Section 1. The fiscal year of the Diocese, and of all Parishes 
and Missions in the Diocese, shall begin January first. 

Sec. 2. All accounts having to do with the receipt and expend- 
iture, or the investment of money of all Church organizations shall 
be audited at the close of the fiscal year. 


CANON 8. 
THE BOARD OF EXAMINING CHAPLAINS 


Secrion 1, At each Annual Council of the Diocese the Bishop 
shall nominate Priests, canonically resident, to serve as a “Board 
of Examining Chaplains’, the nominations being subject to confir- 
mation by the Council. Their term of office shall be until the next 
Annual Council. Should a vacancy occur in the Board when the 
Council is not in session, the Bishop shall then nominate a suitable 
Priest to the Standing Committee, and upon confirmation by the 
Committee, said Priest shall become a member of the Board. 


Sec. 2. The Board shall, as soon as possible after the Council, 
organize by electing a Chairman and a Secretary. Rules for its 
work may be adopted, subject to the approval of the Bishop, and 
must be in agreement with the Canons of the General Convention. 
A permanent record of the acts and work of the Board shall be kept 
by the Secretary, and an annual report shall be made to the Council. 


Sec. 3. It shall be the duty of the Board, under the guidance and 
supervision of the Bishop, to conduct the examination of Postulants 
and Candidates, and it shall promptly report to the Bishop the 
result of such examinations, provided, that the Bishop may, with 
the consent of the Board, ask the Examining Chaplains of another 
Diocese to conduct the examinations on their behalf. 


CANON 9. 
THE CATHEDRAL CHAPTER 


Section 1. The Congregation of the Cathedral Parish’ of the 
Diocese shall have all the rights and privileges, together with the 
responsibilities and obligations of any other Parish in Union with 
the Council of this Diocese. 

Sec. 2. The Cathedral Chapter shall consist of the Bishop, ex- 
officio; the Dean, ex-officio; Archdeacons, and Canons, if there be 
such, ex-officio, and not less than three nor more than nine Laymen, 
who shall be Communicants of the Cathedral congregation and of 
full age, elected at the Annual Meeting of the Cathedral Parish, 
according to the manner of the election of Vestrymen; and four 
members elected by the Council of the Diocese, as follows: Two 
Priests canonically resident within the Diocese, and two Laymen 
of full age and Communicants in good standing of any Parish or 
Mission within the Diocese. 

Sec. 3. The Cathedral Chapter shall have power to enact its 
own by-laws, and to make its Rules of Order for the conduct of its 
own business. 

Sec. 4. The Cathedral Chapter shall be the body politic and cor- 
porate for the holding of property, the receiving and disposition of 
funds, and all other legal matters, and shall enjoy all privileges 
which are accorded by the laws of the State of Indiana to the 
Rector, Wardens, and Vestrymen of any Parish or congregation. 
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CANON 10. 
THE ORGANIZATION OF A PARISH 


Sec, 1. The Council may admit parishes into union with it, 
provided they shall have presented to the Council at its first busi- 
ness meeting the following documents: 

Ist. A certificate from the Bishop approving of the organization 
of such parish. 

2nd. A statement of its financial assets and liabilities, signed 
by the Treasurer of the congregation showing that it is able to meet 
its obligations without financial assistance from the Diocese. 

3rd. Satisfactory written evidence that the congregation has 
been duly organized by the election of two Church Wardens, and 
not less than three nor more than the number of Vestrymen allowed 
by law; that they have assumed a name under which they have been 
legally incorporated, and that their Parish has at least twenty (20) 
communicants. 

4th. Articles of organization subscribed by the Church Wardens 
and Vestrymen, in which they expressly accede to the doctrine, 
discipline and worship of the Protestant Episcopal Church in the 
United States of America, and to the Constitution and Canons of 
this Diocese. 

Sec. 2. The Bishop of the Diocese, upon consultation with the 
Rectors and appointed Missionaries of any city, township or incor- 
porated village, with the advice and the consent of the Standing 
Committee, may establish boundaries of parishes and missions in 
any such city or other districts, as may be judged best; and such 
boundaries, when reported in writing to the Council, shall be the 
cancnical boundaries thereof. 

SEc. 8. Whenever any parish shall have become essentially 
defunct by long continued failure to elect Church Wardens, and 
Vestrymen, or if the Vestry shall for two consecutive years willfully 
refuse to elect a Rector, or if it shall in any way knowingly trans- 
gress the Constitution or the Canons of the General Convention or 
of this Diocese, it may be suspended from the right of representa- 
tion, or its connection with the Diocese may be wholly dissolved by 
the Council. 

Sec. 4. Any Parish which may have been suspended from the 
right of representation in this Council, or whose connection with the 
Diocese may have been wholly dissolved, as provided in this Canon. 
may be re-admitted upon the recommendation of the Bishop, by a 
resolution of the Council; such re-admission to take effect from and 
after the rising of the Council, which shall have agreed to the same. 


Sec. 5. Whenever any Parish shall have become unable finan- 
cially to meet its obligations without financial assistance from the 
Diocese, and shall make application to the Diocesan Gouncil for such 
financial assistance, the Council may reduce such Parish to the 
status, rank, and organization of an Organized Mission of the 
Diocese, and it shall then be subject to such regulations as the 
Canons hereinafter set forth touching the Missionary work of the 
Diocese. 

Sec. 6. Whenever a Parish having lost its status and rank as a 
Parish, according to Section 5 of this Canon, wishes to be restored 
to its former status and makes application for such restoration, it 
shall comply with all the requirements set forth in Section 1 of 
this Canon; and shall also present to the Council a certificate from 
the Treasurer of Missionary Funds, showing that the Parish has 
not received any financial assistance from the Missionary Funds of 
the Diocese, or from the National Council, for a period of at least 
six months preceding the time of such application. 
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20 CONSTITUTION AND CANONS OF Mav 
Sec. 7. On the organization of a new Parish, or the occurrence 
of a vacancy in the rectorate of any existing Parish, the Vestry 
shall give immediate notice thereof to the Ecclesiastical Authority: 
which, after three months, if divine service is not maintained, may 
take measures to supply services at the expense of the parish. 
Sec. 8. No Vestry shall sell or mortgage its church or its rec- 
tory, or other real estate, without first having obtained the consent, 
in writing, of the Bishop and a majority of the Standing Committee. 


CANON 11. 
THE ELECTION OF CHURCH WARDENS AND VESTRY MEN 


Section 1. On or before the fifteenth day of January in each 
year there shall be held the Annual Meeting of the Parish, at which 
there shall be presented the reports from the Treasurers of the 
Parish, and of the different Parochial organizations. The qualified 
voters shall then elect two Church Wardens, who shall be regular 
communicants of the Parish and qualified voters of the same. They 
«hall also elect not less than three nor more than nine Vestrymen, 
who shall in every case be baptized persons and qualified voters in 
the Parish. The Rector of the Parish shall be a member of the 
Vestry, ex-officio. Such Vestry shall have power to fill vacancies in 
their own body, and shall continue in office until their successors 
are duly elected. Of the time and place of such election at least 
ten days’ notice shall be given by the Rector or the minister in 
charge on an occasion of public worship; or, in the absence of the 
Rector, or in case of a vacancy in the Rectorship, the Vestry shall 
cause notices to be given, in writing, conspicuously posted at the 
door of the ordinary place of public worship, or by publication in 
some newspaper of the place. 

Sec. 2. In all such elections the following shall be qualified 
voters, to-wit: 

All communicants, members of the Parish in regular standing, 
not under twenty-one years of age, and whose names appear on the 
records of the Parish Treasurer as regular contributors to the sup- 
port of the Parish for the six months preceding; and all other 
persons not under twenty-one years of age, who shall have been 
habitual worshipers at the public services of the Parish, and whose 
names appear on the Treasurer’s books as regular contributors to 
its support for the six months next preceding. 

Src. 3. The meeting, when assembled at the time and place ap- 
pointed for the annual election, shall be presided over by the Rector, 
or, in his absence, by one of the Church Wardens. 

The presiding officer shall appoint two qualified voters present 
to act as judges of the election, whose duty shall be to decide all 
questions which may arise as to the qualifications of voters. He 
shall also appoint a clerk and a teller, whose duties shall be to 
collect, count and make a full list of the ballots cast, and report to 
the presiding officer the names of the persons receiving a majority 
thereof, and such persons shall be declared, by the presiding officer, 
duly elected. 

Sec. 4. The clerk and teller shall, within ten days after such 
election. file with the County Recorder the certificate of such elec- 
tion required by the laws of the State of Indiana. 


CANON 12. 
QUALIFICATIONS FOR PASTORAL CHARGE 


No person shall be eligible to the office of Rector, Assistant, 
Priest, or Deacon in charge, unless he has had Episcopal Ordination 
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and is in regular standing as a Priest or Deacon in the Church of 
the United States, and shall be certified by the Ecclesiastical 
Authority of the Diocese to be a Clergyman of the Church, fit and 
qualified for the cure of souls; nor shall letters dimissory be given 
or received by the Ecclesiastical Authority of this Diocese when the 
provisions governing them are not honestly complied with. 


CANON 13. 
OF VACANT PARISHES 


It shall be the duty of the Church Wardens of every Parish to 
give written notice to the Bishop as soon as a vacancy shall occur 
in the pastoral charge, asking his advice and assistance in the set- 
tlement of a successor, and submitting suitable information as to 
the state and requirements of the Parish. On the receipt of such 
notice, the the Bishop shall appoint some suitable clergyman to 
have temporary charge of the services of such vacant Parish until 
such time as the vacancy shall be filled by the election of a perman- 
ent incumbent by the Vestry of the Parish. It shall be the duty of 
of the vacant Parishes thus supplied to defray all the expenses inci- 
dent to such occasional services. 


CANON 14. 
THE ELECTION OF CLERGYMAN 


Section 1. A Rector, Assistant, or Priest in charge of a Parish 
shall be elected by the votes of the majority of the Vestry given by 
bailot. and in addition, in the election of an Assistant. the consent 
of the Rector shall have been previously expressed in writing. 
The election must be made after open nomination at a previous 
meeting of the Vestry duly convened, and each nomination shall be 
accompanied by sufficient evidence in writing previously procured 
from the Bishop, that sc far as he knows and believes, the individual 
nominated is a fit and qualified Clergyman of this Church; and the 
notice for the meeting of the Vestry at which such election is 
intended, shall express such intention. 

Src. 2. The call of the Clergyman-elect shall be in writing, and 
must express distinctly any special conditions, together with the 
stipulations of salary or support, which salary, when the Clergyman 
is settled, shall be held a valid legal contract, and the salary as 
accruing to be an acknowledged debt, recoverable by process of law, 
if necessary, of which said call shall be held as substantial evidence, 
provided, that the amount may be increased or diminished as the 
parties may from time to time agree. Due notice of which shall be 
given to the Ecclesiastical Authority by the Clerk of the Vestry. 


Src. 3. On the election of the Clergyman as aforesaid, the Vestry 
shall immediately deliver to the Bishop notice of said election. The 
said elected Clergyman shall not be recognized by the Diocese as the 
Rector, Assistant or Priest in charge of the Parish until the Vestry 
shall be duly notified by the Bishop that the person chosen has been 
canonically transferred to this jurisdiction, and at the request of 
the Clergyman-elect, if he be a Priest, and of the Vestry, his induc- 
tion may be accomplished by the use of the Office of Institution 
contained in the “Book of Common Prayer.” 

Src. 4. The Priests or Deacons in charge of organized or unor- 
ganized Missions are appointed and sent by the Bishop of the 
Diocese upon such terms as to pecuniary support and for such a 
period of time as may be agreed upon, which appointments shall 
be in writing. 
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CANON 15. 
THE SETTLED CLERGYMAN 


Secrion 1. The Rector or Priest in charge of a Parish or Mis- 
sion, by virtue of his office, has the exclusive charge of all the spir- 
itual concerns, music, and ritual observances of the Parish, subject 
and answerable only to the Bishop. He is entitled at all times to 
have access to the Church building, and to open the same as he 
may deem proper for the celebration of the Holy Communion, for 
public common prayer, for catechetical or other religious instruc- 
tions, for marriages, baptisms, or burials, and for other rites and 
ceremonies authorized by the Church, or by the Ecclesiastical 
Authority of this Diocese. In his hands shall be placed the alms 
received at the Holy Communion for distribution to such pious and 
charitable purposes as they are appointed. He shall have the full 
direction and control of all Guilds and societies within the Parish, 
he may call meetings of the Vestry and Congregation ¢s he may 
deem proper, and is ex-officio president of the same, and is entitled 
to speak and vote on all questions before these bodies. He shall 
call a meeting of the Vestry when requested to do so by a majority 
of the members thereof. 

Sec. 2. No Clergyman shall presume to officiate within the cure 
of any other Clergyman without the request or permission of the 
incumbent; or in case of his absence or incapacity, of the Church 
Wardens of the Parish. 


CANON 16. 
DIFFERENCES BETWEEN A CLERGYMAN AND HIS CONGREGATION 


Sec. 1. In any serious differences which may arise between a 
Rector or settled Clergyman and his Vestry or Congregation which 
cannot be amicably settled by themselves, the parties, or either of 
them, shall make application to the Bishop and lay before him in 
writing the matters in dispute. In such appeal the Vestry or the 
Congregation must act officially and when duly convened. The 
Bishop, on the receipt of such appeal, if he deem the matter in 
controversy serious enough in its character, or sufficiently set forth 
to be a proper subject of adjudication, shall then promote inquiry 
into the same in such manner and to such extent, either personally 
or by commission, as he may deem expedient; and the Bishop may 
give his decision on the matter in dispute with his recommendations 
of duty or obligation in the premises. And if in the judgment of 
the Bishop all reasonable hope of a favorable termination of the 
controversy is precluded, he may in that case recommend the dis- 
solution of the connection by the resignation of the Rector or 
Minister on such conditions as may seem to the Bishop reasonable 
and expedient. 

Sec. 2. If either party ask a rehearing of the case, he shall 
make a request in writing for such rehearing within twenty days 
of the date of the decision. The Bishop shall then call to his aid 
the Standing Committee as his Council of Advice for such rehearing; 
but in all cases the Bishop shall be the ultimate arbiter and judge. 


CANON 17. 
DISSOLUTION OF PASTORAL RELATIONS 


Section 1. When a Rector or Clergyman has been regularly 
settled in any Parish or Mission, he shall not resign the same, nor 
separate himself from it by the acceptance of any other charge of 
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duty, nor leave his Congregation against their will without first 
asking and obtaining the consent of the Ecclesiastical Authority of 
the Diocese. And if any Rector or Clergyman so settled shall re- 
sign, separate from, or leave his Parish or Mission without the 
consent or concurrence of the Ecclesiastical Authority of the Dio- 
cese, first asked and obtained in writing, then said Rector or Clergy- 
man shall be held as not of the regular standing, until he may have 
made such satisfaction as the Ecclesiastical Authority of the Diocese 
may require. 

Sec. 2. And in case an attempt shall be made by the Vestry or 
Congregation to force the resignation of a Rector or Clergyman by 
any coercive means and without the consent of the Ecclesiastical 
Authority to such resignation, then on satisfactory evidence of such 
attempt being laid before the Council, such Parish or Mission so 
offending shall have no right to a seat in the Council until it shall 
have made such satisfaction as the Council may require. 


CANON 18. 


OF THE “CHURCH PENSION FUND” 


SEcTION 1. In conformity with the legislation adopted by the 
General Convention of 19138, setting forth the principles upon which 
a pension system for the Clergy of the Church and their dependents 
should be constructed, pursuant to which the corporation known as 
The Church Pension Fund has been created to carry these principles 
into effect, the Diocese of Northern Indiana adopts the system of 
the Church Pension Fund. 

Sec. 2. The Bishop shall appoint annually a Committee on the 
Church Pensicn Fund, to consist of three Clergymen and three 
Laymen. The duties of the Committee shall be as follows: 

Ist. To furnish annually to the Church Pension Fund a list of 
the Clergy cancnically resident in this Diocese, and of the Clergy 
canonically resident in other Dioceses or Missionary Districts li- 
censed to officiate within this Diocese, with a statement of the 
stipends received by each of the said Clergymen from any Parish 
or Mission in this Diocese, or other organization in this Diocese 
which is subject to this Council, or being engaged in religious or 
charitable work at a Church institution elects to come into the 
Church Pension Fund. 

2nd. To receive from the Church Pension Fund annually a 
statement of the premiums necessary to be paid by each of the said 
parishes, missions or other organizations in order that the Clergy- 
men in receipt of stipends from them may be entitled respectively 
to pensions. 

3rd. To inform the authorities of each of the said parishes, 
missions, and other organizations, of the premiums payable by them 
and of the time and manner of payment thereof. 

4th. To keep in touch with the Vestries of Parishes, and the 
Executive Committees of the Missions, and to urge upon them the 
necessity of paying to the Treasurer of the Church Pension Fund 
the premiums due on the salaries of the Clergy promptly and 
regularly. 

5th. To inform the Church Pension Fund from time to time of 
the Clergy and the widows and minor orphans of Clergy, who may 
be entitled in respect of this Diocese to receive pensions from the 
Church Pension Fund. 

6th. In general to inform the Clergy and Laity of the Diocese 
of the Pension System created by the General Convention, and com- 
mitted by it to the operation of the Church Pension Fund, whereby 
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the Clergy of the Church are assured of pensions as of right, to 
themselves in the event of old age, or disability, and in the event 
of death, to their widows or minor orphans, and to do all things 
that may be necessary or advisable in the premises to the end that 
the money necessary to be paid by the parishes and other ecclesi- 
astical organizations may be tully and systematically paid. 

Sec. 3. Ist. It shall be the duty of the Trustees of the Diocesan 
Corporation of the Episcopal Fund of this Diocese to pay to the 
Treasurer of the Church Pension Fund the premiums payable on 
behalf of the Bishop of the Diocese, and also of the Bishop Coadjutor 
and of the Suffragan Bishop, if there be such. 

2nd. It shall be the duty of the Treasurer of Missionary Funds 
to pay to the Treasurer of the Church Pension Fund the premiums 
payable on account of stipends received by Clergymen from the 
Department of Missions of the Diocese. 

3rd. It shall be the duty of the Council to authorize the Treas- 
urer of the Diocese to pay, annually to the Treasurer of the Church 
Pension Fund, the premiums payable on account of all stipends 
paid by the Diocese to Clergymen other than those specified in the 
two preceding clauses, and to make all necessary arrangements to 
provide for the cost of such premiums. 

Sec. 4. It shall be the duty of every Clergyman as aforesaid 
receiving a stipend or stipends, and the duty of every parish, mis- 
sion, or other organization as aforesaid paying a stipend or stipends, 
to furnish a statement of such stipend or stipends to the Committee 
on the Church Pension Fund whenever the said Committee shall, in 
writing, ask for such statement. 

Sec, 5. Any Parish or Mission which shall have failed to pay 
the pension premium on the stipend of its Rector or Clergyman in 
charge for the period of two months shall be automatically severed 
from union with the Council. 


CANON 19. 
RESPONSIBILITY FOR MISSIONARY WORK 


SecTION 1. All baptized members of the Church in the Diocese 
of Northern Indiana constitute its Diocesan Missionary Society. 

Sec. 2. The Council of the Diocese shall appropriate at each 
annual meeting the amount to be raised and expended for the 
Mission work within the Diocese during the ensuing year, upon the 
recommendation of the Bishop and Council. 

Sec. 3. It shall be the duty of every Clergyman of this Diocese to 
instruct the people of his charge in relation to these objects. And 
it is recommended to every member of the Chyrch to lay by him, on 
the first day of the week, in store for this and other religious and 
charitable purposes as God has prospered him, according to the 
Apostolic direction in I Cor., XVI, 1-2. 

Sec, 4. It shall be the further duty of the Clergy of the Diocese 
to discharge such missionary service in the vicinity of their cures 
as may be assigned to them by the Bishop and the Department of 
Missions of the Diocese. 


CANON 20. 


OF THE MISSIONARY WORK 


Section 1. The Department of Missions of the Bishop and 
Council shall be charged with the establishment of the Mission 
Stations, and fixing of the stipends of all missionaries. But no 
Mission Station shall be established without the written consent of 
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the Ecclesiastical Authority of the Diocese. All missionaries shall 
be appointed by the Bishop of the Diocese. 

Src. 2. The money for Diocesan Missions shall be raised in such 
manner as the Council shall determine. All money so raised shall 
be appropriated and expended under the direction of the Depart- 
ment of Missions. 

Sec. 3. A Treasurer of Missionary Funds, who shall be the 
Treasurer of the “Bishop and Council,” shall be elected annually by 
the Diocesan Council. To his care shall be committed all sums 
received for The Church’s Program, and he shall pay out the same 
as directed by the Bishop and Council. The said Treasurer shall 
render an annual report to the Council, which shall be duly sub- 
mitted to the auditors. 

Src, 4. The Bishop of the Diocese, with the approval of the 
Department of Missions, may appoint one or more Archdeacons to 
whom may be assigned the oversight over so much of the mission- 
ary work as the Bishop and the Department of Missions may deem 
wise. 


CANON 21. 
THE ORGANIZATION OF MISSIONS 


Srcrion 1. Persons desirous of the services of the Protestant 
Episcopal Church in any town, village or district, may make appli- 
cation to the Bishop of the Diocese to be organized as a Mission 
as follows: 


Rev. Father in God: We, the undersigned, residents of 


proper and expedient. 

We do hereby agree to put ourselves under your charge, promis- 
ing conformity to the Constitution, Canons, doctrine, discipline 
and worship of said Church, to the Constitution and Canons of the 
Diocese of Northern Indiana, and the rules and regulations of its 
Councils. We now ask the privilege of being organized as a Mission

Furthermore, we do hereby especially stipulate and agree to 
raise among us and faithfully pay to the Treasurer of Missionary 
Funds, every year, such contributions as may be assumed by us as 
our minimum toward the stated salary of the Missionary. And we 
now agree for the first year to pay in quarterly installments the 
AMOuNt At Least Ol.

Respectfully, Your Obedient Servants. 


This application to be signed by all adults who propose to be 
members of the Mission. 

Src, 2. A Mission, when adopted by the Ecclesiastical Authority 
and the Department of Missions, shall be duly organized by the 
appointment by the Bishop of a Missionary, and not less than three 
persons who shall constitute an Exeuctive Committee of the Mission, 
charged with its temporal interests. Such appointments shall be 
made annually, and the Committee shall serve for one Conciliar 
year. Prior to the appointment of a Missionary, however, the 
Bishop, should he deem it expedient, may appoint such an Execu- 
tive Commission of the Mission, thus securing a preliminary organ- 
ization. 
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CANON 22. 
OFFENSES FOR WHICH A CLERGYMAN MAY BE TRIED 


Every Priest or Deacon of this Diocese who shall willfully dis- 
obey the Constitution or any Canon of the General Convention or of 
the Church of this Diocese, or any provision of the Prayer Book for 
the conducting of Divine Service, or shall fall into a general neglect 
of public worship, or engage in gaming or any other vicious or 
corrupting amusement, or frequent places most likely to be abused 
to licentiousness, or commit any criminal. disgraceful or scandalous 
action, or violate any of the Divine Precepts or Ordination vows, or 
Shall teach publicly, privately, or advisedly any doctrine contrary 
to that held by the Protestant Episcopal Church of the United 
State of America, or shall seek to promote strife or dissention in 
his Parish, or the Diocese, or shall without lawful cause discontinue 
the exercises of the ministerial office, or separate himself from the 
communion of the Church, shall be liable to Ecclesiastical trial 
and censure. 


CANON 23. 
OF PROCEDURE AT TRIAL OF A CLERGYMAN 


Of the Proceedings in the Case of a Minister Not Being a 
Bishop, Accused by Public Rumor or Otherwise, of Offenses for 
Which He May Be Tried. 

Section 1. A. The mode of presentment and trial of a Minister 
for any offense for which, by the laws of the General Convention or 
of this Diocese, he is or may be liable to be tried, shall be as follows: 

B. Information of his offenses shall first be given in writing to 
the Standing Committee, which information any member of this 
Chureh is hereby declared competent to give. The Standing Com- 
mittee shall thereupon proceed to a preliminary consideration of 
the case, and in their discretion, if they see fit, may make a formal 
presentment of the offense to the Bishop. 

C. Such presentment shall be made in writing, addressed to the 
Bishop, stating the charges made against the accused, with specifica- 
tions as to the time, place and circumstances; and any of the speci- 
fications in said presentment may be amended, from time to time, 
by the advocate, as the Court may order; and in case there shall be 
no Bishop, or in case the Bishop shall be implicated in the offense, 
or shall be related to the acused by consanguinity or affinity, the 
Standing Committee shall then request the Bishop of some other 
Diocese to receive the presentment, who, upon the application of 
the Standing Committee, may proceed in the case and exercise the 
Same powers as belong or are granted to the Bishop of the Diocese. 

Sec. 2. Any Minister of this Diocese, not being a_ Bishop, 
accused, by public rumors or otherwise, of any offense or offenses 
for which he may be tried as aforesaid, may, for himself, request 
the Standing Committee to institute such examination and inquiry 
respecting the truth of the charges against him; and in such ease, 
it shall be the duty of the Standing Committee to institute such 
examination and inquiry, and to proceed in like manner as is pro- 
vided in Section 1 of this Canon. 

Sec. 3. Upon such presentment being made by the Standing 
Committee, as is provided in the foreging Canon, the Bishop shall, 
as soon aS may be, cause a copy of such presentment to be served 
on the accused, and shall also nominate nine Priests of the Diocese, 
entitled to seats in the Council, and not being parties to the pre- 
sentment nor witnesses in the case, who shall, within thirty days 
after such service, select five of them, and notify their names in 
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writing to the Bishop; and if he shall not give such notification to 
the Bishop within said thirty days, the Bishop shall then select 
five, and the Priests so selected shall form an Ecclesiastical Court 
for the trial of the accused. 

Src. 4. The Court, thus constituted, shall meet at such time 
and place within the Diocese as the Bishop shall direct, and shall 
have power to adjourn from time to time, and from place to place, 
within the Diocese, as they shall deem necessary; and the Bishop 
shall cause a written notice of the time and place of the first meet- 
ing of the said Court to be served, at least thirty days before the 
time of the meeting, on the accused, and also on the Secretary of 
the Standing Committee. 

Src. 5. If, at any time appointed for the first meeting of said 
Court, the whole number of five shall not attend, those who do at- 
tend may adjourn from time to time; or, being not less than three 
in number, they shall have the right to proceed, in case they see fit, 
to a hearing and trial of the case; and their decision, if unanimous, 
shall be as binding as if the whole Court had been present; but in 
case their decision shall not be unanimous, the Bishop shall, at the 
reauest of the accused, or of the Standing Committee, order a new 
trial. 

Src. 6. If a Clergyman presented shall confess the truth of the 
facts alleged in the presentment, the Court shall, in writing, certify 
the same to the Bishop and state their opinion as to the sentence 
that ought to be pronounced; and it shall be the duty of the Bishop 
to proceed to pass sentence in the manner hereinafter provided. 
And if a Clergyman presented as aforesaid, after having had the 
notice, shall fail or neglect to appear before the Court of Priests 
appointed for his trial, unless prevented by sickness or other suffic- 
ient cause, he shall be suspended from the exercise of his clerical 
functions for the term of six months; and if, during that period, 
he shall not apply for a trial, he shall then, at the discretion of the 
Bishop, be degraded from the Ministry. 

Sec. 7. When the Court proceeds to trial, they shall hear such 
competent evidence as shall be produced; which evidence shall be 
reduced to writing, and signed by the witnesses respectively; and 
some officer authorized by law to administer oaths, may at the 
desire of either party, be requested to administer an oath or affirm- 
ation to the witnesses. If, on or during the trial, the accused shall 
confess the truth of the charges as stated in the presentement, the 
Court may dispense with hearing further evidence, and may proceed 
at once to state their opinion to the Bishop as to the sentence that 
ought to be pronounced. 

Src. 8. Upon the application of either party to the Bishop, and 
it being made satisfactorily to appear to him that any material 
witness cannot be procured upon the trial, the Bishop may appoint 
a Commissary to take the testimony of such witness. Such Com- 
missary may be either a Clergyman or a Layman, and the party so 
applying shall give to the other at least six days’ notice of the time 
and place of taking the testimony. And if the person on whom the 
notice shall be served shall reside more than forty miles from the 
place of examination, an additional day’s notice shall be given for 
each additional twenty miles of the said distance. And both parties 
may attend and examine the witness; and the question and answers 
shall be reduced to writing and signed by the witness, and shall be 
certified by the Commissary, and enclosed under his seal and trans- 
mitted to the Court, and shall be received by them, as evidence. 
A witness examined before such Commissary may be sworn or af- 
firmed in manner aforesaid. 

Src. 9. The Court, having deliberately considered the evidence, 
shall declare in a writing signed by them, or a majority of them, 
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their decision on the charges contained in the presentment, distinctly 
stating whether the accused is guilty or not guilty of such charges 
respectively, and also stating the sentence which, in their opinion, 
should be pronounced; and a copy of such decision shall be, without 
delay, communicated to the accused: and the original decision, 
together with the evidence, shall be delivered to the Bishop, who 
shall pronounce such canonical sentence as shall appear to him to 
be proper; provided, the same shall not exceed in severity the 
sentence recommended by the Court; and such sentence shall be 
final. Before pronouncing any sentence, the Bishop shall summon 
the accused, and any three or more Priests of the Diocese, to meet 
him at such time as may, in his opinion, be most convenient, in 
some church to be designated by him, which shall for that purpose 
be opened at the time for all persons who may choose to attend: 
and the sentence shall then and there be publicly pronounced by the 
Bishop. But the Bishop, if he shall be satisfied that justice requires 
it, may grant a new trial to the accused; in which case, a new Court 
of Priests shall be appointed, the proceedings before whom shall be 
conducted as before mentioned. 

Sec. 10. All citations and notices contemplated in this Canon 
shall be signed by the Bishop, and may be served by a summoner 
or summoners, to be appointed for the purpose by the Bishop, and 
whose certificate of such service shall be evidence thereof. In case 
of service by any other person, the fact shall be proved by affidavit 
of such person. A written citation or notice delivered to a party, 
or left at his last place of residence, shall be deemed a sufficient 
service of such citation or notice. 

Sec. 11. Advocates or Proctors shall be allowed on both sides, 
at the pleasure of the parties, provided they are Clergymen canoni- 
cally resident in the Diocese, or Laymen who have been communi- 
cants of some Parish of the same at least two years before the time 
of trial. 


CANON 24. 


OFFENCES FOR WHICH COMMUNICANTS ARE LIABLE 


SecTion 1. lst. Upon a notorious evil life. 

2nd. Crime and immorality. 

3rd. Any wickedness of life by which his brethren are offended. 

4th. Living in habitual disuse of public worship, or of the 
Holy Communion, according to the Office of this Church. 

5th. Contempt of Godly discipline. 

6th. Persistent disturbance of the Godly order of Parochial life. 


Sec. 2. A. Forasmuch as the progress of the Chureh is in a 
large measure dependent upon the Godly conduct of the laity, it 
is ordered that any person guilty of any offenses named in any of 
the foregoing sections of this Canon shall be warned of his mis- 
demeanor. If, after admonition, he continue in his wrong-doing, 
he may be suspended from his Church privileges or wholly deprived 
of them, in which case due notice shall be given to the Bishop of 
the Diocese, as prescribed by the rubric in the Communion Office. 

B. When a person, repelled from the Holy Communion, avails 
himself of his privilege of appeal to the Bishop of the Diocese, 
such appeal must be made within three months from such repulsion. 
On receipt of such appeal, the Bishop shall appoint a commission, 
consisting of two Priests of the Diocese with the Chancellor, who 
shall examine the case and make report of the facts in writing to 
the Bishop with their opinion thereon. 

C. The decision of the Bishop and the sentence which he may 
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pronounce, shall be in harmony with the report of said Commission. 
The remission of such sentence must be pronounced by the Bishop. 
When a suspension from the Holy Communica shall be confirmed 
by the Bishop, the repulsion shall be binding upon all the Clergymen 
of the Diocese, and the party thus repelled is guilty of wrong-doing 
in going to the Holy Altar until officially restored. 


Src. 3. In case the party injured by an offending communicant 
be the Clergyman himself, then shall said Clergyman suspend all 
disciplinary action until he shall have submittet the case for 
counsel to the Priest of an adjacent Parish; but if he be not satis- 
fied with the advice given, he may refer the original case, with the 
opinion thereon, to the judgment of the Bishop, which if adverse to 
this suspension shall be held to be final in the matter; otherwise, 
the Bishop shall allow the suspension. 


CANON 25. 


THE TRANSFER OF COMMUNICANTS 


Srorrion 1. A Communicant of this Church, changing his or her 
parochial connection, shall present a certificate from the Clergyman 
of the Parish of his last residence; or if there be no Clergyman, 
from one of the Church Wardens, stating that he is a Communicant 
in good standing, and the Clergyman of the Parish into which a 
Communicant removes, shall not record his name on the Parish list 
until such a letter of introduction shall be delivered, or a satisfac- 
tory reason why the same cannot be obtained. 


Sro. 2. It is made the duty of every Communicant by the Canon 
of the General Convention to apply on removal for a certificate of 
his standing. This certificate may be given in the form following:

CANON 26. 
THE DUE CELEBRATION OF HOLY DAYS 


It is the duty of all persons within this Church to hallow and 
keep the Lord’s Day, commonly called Sunday, by regular attend- 
ance on the services of the Church, in being present at the celebra- 
tion of the Holy Communion, in hearing the Word of God read and 
taught, in private and public prayer, in other exercises of devotion; 
and in acts of charity, using all Godly and sober conversation, and 
abstaining as much as possible from the common secular business 
employment. It is furthermore their duty to observe by some public 
as well as private exercises all other holidays and festivals, and 
especially the penitential seasons of Advent and Lent. 
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CANON 27. 
THE HOUSE OF CHURCH WOMEN 


Section 1. There may be a House of Church Women to meet at 
such time and place as the Ecclesiastical Authority may appoint, 
with power, subject at all times to the Constitution and Canons of 
the Diocese, to legislate to the conduct of woman’s work in con- 
nection with the Church in the Diocese and to act in a consultant 
capacity upon such other matters as the Bishop or the Council or 
the Standing Committee may, from time to time, submit to it for 
its opinion; the sessions of the House of Church Women shall be 
Separate from the sessions of the Council. 

Sec. 2. The House of Church Women shall be constituted as 
follows. The Bishop of the Diocese, and if there be one, the Bishop 
Coadjutor. 

The Treasurer of the House of Church Women. 

Each Parish in the Diocese shall be entitled to three delegates 
and each Mission to one delegate, who shall in all cases be female 
Communicants of the Church, not less than 21 years of age, and 
stated worshipers of the Parish or Mission which they represent, 
not under ecclesiastical discipline, and who have been elected dele- 
gates in accordance with the canon governing the election of the 
delegates. 

Sec. 3. The Clerk of the Vestry or Rector or missionary in 
charge of a Mission, or the presiding officer of the meeting of 
women who elect such delegate or delegates, shall issue a certificate 
certifying to the election of any delegate or delegates to the House 
of Church Women substantially in the form provided by Canon 2, 
of the Diocese, and deliver the same to the Secretary of the Council 
of the Diocese for the first meeting of said House of Church Women 
and thereafter to the Secretary of the House of Church Women. 

Sec. 4. The House of Church Women shall organize by electing 
a President, Secretary and Treasurer, who shall continue in office 
until their successors are elected and qualify, and shall have power 
to elect and appoint such other officers and committees as it shall 
deem advisable or necessary, to prescribe the duties of the officers 
and committees whom it may elect or appoint, and to make rules of 
order governing the transaction of its business. The Secretary 
Shall procure and keep a suitable book to be entitled, “Records of 
the House of Church Women,” and in which shall be recorded this 
Canon and all additions thereto or alterations thereof hereafter 
adopted by the Council of the Diocese and all regulations adopted 
by the House of Church Women; provided, however, that the Bishop 
of the Diocese shall have the right to veto any regulations which 
may be adopted by the House of Church Women. 

Sec. 5. A quorum of the House of Church Women shall consist 
of delegates from a majority of the Parishes of the Diocese. 


CANON 28. 
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CANON 29. 
OF AMENDMENTS OF THE CANON 


The Canons may be amended at the Annual Council of the 
Diocese. The proposed amendment shall be presented in writing, 
read in open Council, and referred without debate to the Committee 
on Constitution and Canons which shall consider and report to the 
Council thereon. When adopted by a majority vote of the Council 
and approved by the Bishop of the Diocese, the amendment shall 
be incorporated in the Canons. 
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
